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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Meinholdt US 
1,459,339 does not disclose an upper portion and a lower portion of a first arm and an upper portion and lower portion of a second arm 
that extend along a common plane. In response the Examiner respectfully dlisagrees. Applicants attention is sought in defining the terms 
in the phrase "extend along a common plane." Extend is defined "To stretch or spread (something) out to greater or fullest length: 
extended the radio antenna" according toThe American Heritage Dictionary of the English Language, © Houghton Mifflin Company 2003. 
In addition "along" is defined as "Over the length of: walked along the path; on a line or course parallel and close to; continuously beside: 
rowed along the shore; the trees along the avenue." Indeed, Meinholdt discloses in Figure 4 both arms 10 and 11 extending along a 
common plane. The arms are shown In figure 4 stretching or spreading out to their fullest extent or length on a line or course parallel and 
close to a plane that both arms have in common. The meaning of this phrase is exemplified in that if one walks along a path, or extends 
ones legs in walking along a path, one walks or extends parallel to that path or continuously beside It. In conclusion, Meinholdt discloses 
the arms 1 0 and 1 1 spread out "on a line or course that is parallel and close to" a common plane or spread out "continuously beside" a 
common plane which is the plane shared between the two arms as seen In figure 4 and both arms spread parallel to this plane as 
disclosed in the claim. 
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
